The astronomers who measu re 
the almost measu reless distances 
of space, who weigh stars located 
so far ou t into the u niv erse that 
ou r ordinary finite minds merely 
gasp at the enormity of the su b­ 
ject, can point with pride to 
many practical inv entions that 
were possible only becau se of 
what astronomers hav e learned 
abou t m atter, force and light. 
Heliu m was first discov ered in 
the su n by spectru m analy sis. 
Many y ears later its ex istence in 
the earth was learned. Now its 
v alu e becomes a m atter of inter­ 
national political discu ssion. 
The list of discov eries of ab­ 
stract science th at hav e been 
tu rned to practical accou nt in 
the world is almost endless. The 
chemist, the mathematician, the 
astronomer, the phy sicist and the 
geologist are daily discov ering 
things th at appear to hav e no 
immediate practical v alu e. Bu t 
some engineer in a laboratory , 
confronted with a problem he 
cannot solv e, will often find the 
answer to his most perplex ing

Milk company and Capitol Dai­ 
ries, Inc., where the strikes were 
in progress. 
Hu nt asserted the su spension 
of deliv eries did not constitu te 
a “lockou t on driv ers.” Driv ers 
not on strike, he said, wou ld be 
kept on pay rolls. 
The Milk and Ice Cream Driv ­ 
ers’, Salesmen and Employ es’ 
u nion called the Weber and Cap­ 
itol strikes early y esterday , de­ 
manding a closed shop, a 48 - 
hou r week, day light deliv eries 
and a minimu m of $25 a week for 
plant employ es and $30 for driv ­ 
ers. 
Leslie Dobbs, u nion secretary , 
estimated 70 per cent of the driv ­ 
ers and dairy employ es were or­ 
ganized. 
He said the strikes wou ld con­ 
tinu e u ntil agreements had been 
made with each dairy . 
Regu lar deliv eries, Hu nt said, 
will be made to hospitals, nu rs­ 
eries and institu tions.

TO BE GH1NEED 


Board Officials Ex pected to 
Ask Congress to Straight­ 
en Ou t Sev eral Qu es­ 
tions in Act. 


Washington, Oct. 8 (JP) — So­ 
cial secu rity board officials prob­ 
ably will ask congress nex t y ear 
to straighten ou t some of the 
kinks in the social secu rity act 
and, they said today , su gges­ 
tions for fu ndam ental changes 
are getting close scru tiny . 
Research ex perts of the board 
already are making technical in­ 
v estigations of the possibility of 
changes discu ssed this week by 
Chairman Arthu r J. Altmey er at 
the American Federation of La­ 
bor conv ention. Resu lts of the 
research will not be known u ntil 
laid before the social secu rity 
adv isory cou ncil, probably late in 
Nov ember. 
Altmey er told the A. F. of L. 
conv ention th at seriou s consid­ 
eration shou ld be giv en to the 
problems of broadening the field 
of social secu rity insu rance. 
Possible mov es in this direc­ 
tion, he said, inclu ded adv anc­ 
ing the amou nt and the time of 
pay ment for monthly old age in­ 
su rance benefits, continu ing ben­ 
efits for widows and orphans, 
and benefits for workers thrown 
ou t of employ ment throu gh tem ­ 
porary or perm anent phy sical 
disability . 
Frank Bane, ex ecu tiv e director 
of the board, said efforts to sim­ 
plify adm inistration of the act 
and make its operation more 
economical are in progress. 
Legislation to achiev e these 
goals probably will be considered 
by the nex t congress along with 
other su ggestions. 
Altmey er’s 
su ggestions 
for 
broadening the field are on the 
agenda of the adv isory cou ncil 
created last May after Senator 
Vandenberg (R., Mich.) had a t­ 
tacked what he termed the de­ 
fects of the social secu rity act. 
The senate had adopted his reso­ 
lu tion to ex plore the possibilities 
of making ex tensiv e changes. 
The cou ncil, set u p by both the 
board and a special su bcommit­ 
tee of the senate finance com­ 
mittee, inclu des 24 representa­ 
tiv es of labor, bu siness and edu ­ 
cation.

STATEMENT FDD 


LEAGDE NATIONS 


Drafting Formal Statement 
on Attitu de of Being Con­ 
demned by U. S. and 
the Leagu e. 


Toky o, Oct. B$(JP) — The Jap­ 
anese foreign office annou nced 
today th at the “Imperial Japan­

It was signed by the United 
States, Great Britain, France, 
Italy , Belgium, The Netherlands, 
Portugal, Japan, and China. 
This and other preliminary de­ 
tails of the conference, includ­ 
ing a decision as to whether five 
additional adherents will be in­ 
vited, are being worked out in 
strict secrecy through diplomat­ 
ic conversations between Wash­ 
ington, London, Paris and cap­ 
itals of the other powers in­ 
volved.
